Claim 29, and 32, remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chien et al (U.S. Patent 6,010,942). 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the Office Action mailed 07-12-05, and as 
stated below. 

Applicant argues that Chien et al does not teach performing a primary wet 
treatment on a surface of the lower electrode to remove unwanted surface oxides from the 
surface of the lower electrode, wherein the primary wet treatment is performed using an 
etchant containing SCI.
